Hill reported that fish from 
the western part of the lake, 
nearest the suspected .sources of 
pollution — Lake St. Clair and 
the Detroit River—showed the 
highest concentration of mer­ 
cury, although some from the 
central portion of the lake also 
tested high. 
Of eight species tested, a cat­ 
fish showed the highest concen­ 
tration of mercury—more than 
nine times the amount consid­ 
ered unsafe. 
Thirty-seven Ohio commercial 
fishermen filed a $100 million 
damage suit last week in U.S. 
District Court at Toledo against 
the Dow Chemical Co. plant in 
Sarnia, Ontario, and Wyandotte 
Chemical Co. in Detroit, the 
two firms charged with the bulk 
of Lake Erie’s mercury pollu­ 
tion. Ohio Atty. Gen. Paul W. 
Brown says he plans similar ac­ 
tions against the firms. 
Ohio’s fishing ban was based 
strictly on the minimum stand­ 
ards set by the FDA. Medical 
men do not agree on the amount 
of mercury that would be fatal. 
Heavy, prolonged doses of the 
poison result in kidney and in­ 
testinal disorders and possibly 
in eventual heart diseases, a 
side effect of the kidney disor­ 
ders, 
according to Cuyahoga 
County Coroner Samuel Gerber. 
Ohio, Ontario and Michigan 
have ordered an end to mer­ 
cury dumping by their indus­ 
tries in an effort to curb the 
pollution. 
George Eagle, chief of the 
state health department’s bu­ 
reau of environmental health, 
said most cities and industries 
in the Lake Erie basin are mov­ 
ing as fast as possible to cut 
down on pollution. There have 
been delays. Eagle said, which 
forced action by the Ohio Water 
Pollution Control Board. 
In a dramatic move last week, 
the state halted all new con­ 
struction in the Cleveland area 
until the city and its suburbs 
settle squabbles over construc­ 
tion of a new sewer system. 
Cleveland, according to Eagle, 
is only one of 25-30 Ohio areas 
where building has been frozen 
pending sewer improvements. 
Many of these areas are in the 
Lake Erie basin, he said.

According to school officials, 
even with the Increase of $75,000 
brought about by the reap­ 
praisal of real estate in 1969, 
a deficit in the 1971 budget of 
the school is anticipated. The 
deficit has been brought about 
by the inflation of the past ten 
years. 
A good example of the result j 
of inflation is the cost per pupil 
in the Westfall District. In the 
1958-59 school year, the cost per 
pupil in Westfall was $336.46; 
while in the 1968-69 school year 
the cost per pupil was $529.52 
or an increase of almost $200 
per pupil. 
In October of 1958, there were 
1467 pupils in the district, while 
in October of 1968 there were 
1659, an increase of about 200 
in numbers. The increase in 
enrollment has required more 
teachers, more books and more 
educational supplies, while at 
the same time the cost per pupil 
has risen due to inflation.

W ASHINGTON (A P ) — The 
Supreme Court ruled 6 to 2

NEW YORK (AP) — Banking 
really isn’t changing as mu ch 
as it might ap p ear. The p u rp ose 
still is to make money on money 
—by accu mu lating dep osits and 
then lending them ou t or inv est­ 
ing them in real estate and se­ 
cu rities. 
The mechanical bu siness of 
banking is, howev er, becoming 
less obv ious to the ey e. Seldom 
do y ou see grim faced men 
cou nting coins in p u blic. It’s all 
disgu ised now. 
Merchandising 
has come to this ancient craft. 
To better sell their serv ices, 
bankers often offer su ch a v ar­ 
iety of p rizes, p remiu ms and 
other indu cements that it some­ 
times seems the only thing not 
av ailable at the local bank is a 
loan. 
Innov ations are ev ident ev ery ­ 
where. Remember when bank­ 
ers had the best hou rs of any 
bu sinessman? Now a bank in 
Hu ntington, W. Va., and another 
in Arlington. Va., are keep ing 
their doors op en 24 hou rs a day . 
The new hou rs are merely ex ­ 
p erimental and it’s still too ear­ 
ly to gu age the su ccess of the 
mov es. But an officer of the 
Hu ntington institu tion say s the 
resu lts to date hav e been more 
than satisfactory . 
One reason for the ex p eri­ 
ments is that the cu stomary 3 
p .m. 
closing 
hardly su its the 
needs of, let us say , a cu stomer 
who mu st cash a check Friday 
ev ening or delay his v acation 
u ntil Monday . 
Bankers once had the attitu de 
that the less ex p osu re to the 
p ublic the better it was. I hat 
meant short hou rs and iron bars 
on the tellers’ windows. The 
p ublic was p oor, and the banker 
often had the attitu de that any ­ 
one who walked throu gh his 
door was looking for a touch. 
Cu stomers now come throu gh 
the door with m o n e y —and the 
banks want it. So badly , in fact, 
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that they are hap p y to forcsake 
du sty old traditions. 
As they shed the great dep res­ 
sion sy ndrome, some rem ark­ 
able changes occu r. The bars 
come down, the tellers smile, 
soft mu sic is p ip ed in, brighter 
lights arc installed, checks are 
offered in rainbow colors in­ 
stead of black and white. 
Du ring the p ast few y ears 
some p rogressiv e bankers hav e 
ex p erimented with a wide range 
of sp ecial serv ices, su ch as on- 
the-job and 
in-p lant 
banking, 
sales of airline tickets, tou rist 
information and au tomobile li­ 
cense renewals. 
Each y ear more banks dev el­ 
op income tax serv ices, a logi­ 
cal mov e since they are in a 
good p osition to u nderstand the 
financial 
comp lications 
that 
come with the growing afflu ­ 
ence of their cu stomers. 
Some of the innov ations can­ 
not be translated directly into 
p rofits bu t are meant to gener­ 
ate good will. Among them: 
stocks of u mbrellas to lend ou t 
on rainy day s, sales of transit 
tokens, 
adding 
machines for 
p u blic u se. 
In Alabama a bank p u blished 
a job wanted list for high school 
p u p ils. In West Virginia 
a bank 
has a library of new cars to tie 
in with its au to loan dep art­ 
ment. In many banks there are 
“ kiddie kom ers” equ ip p ed with 
toy s. 
Ju kebox es hav e ap p eared in 


banks which are interested in 
color telev ision receiv ers in a 
clu b-like atmosp here and u sed 
to 
encou rage 
dep osits 
from 
well-to-do bu sinessmen. 
How long will it last? As long 
as it’s p rofitable. Underneath 
the new facade banks really 
hav en’t 
changed 
that 
mu ch. 
Profit is sitll the name of the 
game and alway s will be. 
And how long wiU the new 
techniqu es be p rofitable? For 
many y ears, it would seem, 
based on observ ations of cu r­ 
rent attitu des. Money no longer 
comes 
au tomatically 
to the 
bank. Sav ers hav e op tions these 
day s. 
Tru e, indiv idu als are accu mu ­ 
lating 
greater 
reserv es; 
bu t 
they also hav e a greater v ariety 
of way s in which to inv est those 
reserv es. The banks now mu st 
fight other inv estment mediu ms 
in order to get their share. 
Twenty -fiv e y ears ago, for ex ­ 
amp le, 
banks 
didn’t 
worry 
abou t mu tu al fu nds. Since then, 
howev er, mu tu al fu nds hav e de­ 
v elop ed into a $50-billion com­ 
p etitor for the sav er’s doUar.

hernias. The greatest of these 
dangers is that p eop le do not 
bring their hernias to the at­ 
tention of their doctor, 
a n d 
frequ ently 
can 
conv ert, 
by 
neglect, 
simp le 
hernias 
into 
comp licated ones. 
If one of these gadgets is 
p u rchased withou t the adv ice of 
a p hy sician, a p erson can be 
misled into believ ing that no 
comp lication of the hernia can 
arise while wearing it. This is 
not tru e. 
A hernia is a weakness, or 
a defect, 
in the mu scles that 
p rotect and enclose the body 
cav ities. 
The 
most 
common 
hernia is the ingu inal one. This 
occu rs in the groin. Some oc­ 
casionally 
follow 
abdominal 
su rgery . Umbilical hernias show 
a p rotru sion throu gh the nav el. 
Children ocasionally are born 
with a hernia bu t most often 
they 
are 
acqu ired 
du ring 
adolescence and adu lthood. A 
femoral hernia occu rs in women 
and is a v ariation of the many 
other ty p es and forms of her­ 
nias. 
A tru ss is nev er a cu re, or 
a remedy for an anatomical 
defect. All it does is to ex ert 
p ressu re ov er the hernia and 
keep the intestines from p ushing 
throu gh. 
In 
some 
cases, 
esp ecially in the elderly or the 
infirm who cannot safely be 
su bjected to su rgery , a tru ss 
can be beneficial.

NEW YORK (AP) - Banking 
really isn t changing as much 
as it might appear. The purpose 
still is to make money on money 
—by accumulating deposits and 
then lending them out or invest­ 
ing them in real estate and se­ 
curities. 
The mechanical business of 
banking is, however, becoming 
less obvious to the eye. Seldom 
do you see grim faced men 
counting coins in public. It's all 
disguised now. 
Merchandising 
has come to this ancient craft. 
To better sell their services, 
bankers often offer such a var­ 
iety of prizes, premiums and 
other inducements that it some­ 
times seems the only thing not 
available at the local bank is a 
loan. 
Innovations are evident every­ 
where. Remember when bank­ 
ers had the best hours of any 
businessman? Now a bank in 
Huntington, W. Va., and another 
in Arlington. Va., are keeping 
their doors open 24 hours a day. 
The new hours are merely ex­ 
perimental and it’s still too ear­ 
ly to guage the success of the 
moves. But an officer of the 
Huntington institution says the 
results to date have been more 
than satisfactory. 
One reason for th© experi­ 
ments is that the customary 3 
p.m. 
closing 
hardly suits the 
needs of, let us say, a customer 
who must cash a check Friday 
evening or delay his vacation 
until Monday. 
Bankers once had the attitude 
that the less exposure to the 
public the better it was. That 
meant short hours and iron bars 
on the tellers’ windows. The 
public was poor, and the banker 
often had the attitude that any­ 
one who walked through his 
door was looking for a touch. 
Customers now come through 
the door with money—and the 
banks want it. So badly, bi fact, 
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that they are happy to foresake 
dusty old traditions. 
As they shed the great depres­ 
sion syndrome, some remark­ 
able changes occur. The bars 
come down, the tellers smile, 
soft music is piped in, brighter 
lights are installed, checks are 
offered in rainbow colors in­ 
stead of black and white. 
During the past few years 
some progressive bankers have 
experimented with a wide range 
of special services, such as on- 
the-job and 
in-plant 
banking, 
sales of airline tickets, tourist 
information and automobile li­ 
cense renewals. 
Each year more banks devel­ 
op income tax services, a logi­ 
cal move since they are in a 
good position to understand the 
financial 
complications 
that 
come with the growing afflu­ 
ence of their customers. 
Some of the innovations can­ 
not be translated directly into 
profits but ire meant to gener­ 
ate good will. Among them: 
stocks of umbrellas to lend out 
on rainy days, sales of transit 
tokens, adding machines for 
public use. 
In Alabama a bank published 
a job wanted list for high school 
pupils. In West Virginia a bank 
has a library of new cars to tie 
in with its auto loan depart­ 
ment. In many banks there are 
“ kiddie korners” equipped with 
toys. 
Jukeboxes have appeared in 


banks which are interested in 
color television receivers in a 
club-like atmosphere and used 
to 
encourage 
deposits 
from 
well-to-do businessmen. 
How long will it last? As long 
as ifs profitable. Underneath 
the new facade banks really 
haven't 
changed 
that 
much. 
Profit is situ the name of the 
game and always will be. 
And how long will the new 
techniques be profitable? For 
many years, it would seem, 
based on observations of cur­ 
rent attitudes. Money no longer 
comes 
automatically 
to the 
bank. Savers have options these 
days. 
True, individuals are accumu­ 
lating greater reserves; 
but 
they also have a greater variety 
of ways in which to invest those 
reserves. The banks now must 
fight other investment mediums 
in order to get their share. 
Twenty-five years ago, for ex­ 
ample, 
banks 
didn’t 
worry 
about mutual funds. Since then, 
however, mutual funds have de­ 
veloped into a $50-billion com­ 
petitor for the saver’s doUar.

hernia is tile inguinal one. This 
occurs in the groin.

(AP) - A 
fire caused extensive damage to 
the student union of the Univer­ 
sity of Kansas in this racially 
tense 
campus 
city 
Monday 
night. Officials said the cause of 
the blaze was not known. 
Dennis Kallsen, assistant city 
manager, said three fire bombs 
were found at Lawrence High 
School, and one exploded, caus­ 
ing minor damage to the admin­ 
istration building. 
Kallsen said some windows of 
buildings nearby were broken 
apparently by rifle or shotgun 
fire. 
Kallsen said there were no 
roving armed bands shooting 
out windows that he knew of. 
“ In fact,” he said, “traffic was 
at a minimum.” 
A fireman told a Lawrence 
Journal-World 
reporter 
that 
windows at the Santa Fe Rail­ 
road depot were shattered. 
A crowd of students gathered 
around the student union build­ 
ing and some helped firemen for 
more than three hours before 
the blaze was brought under 
control.

Asia has pushed the Malthusian 
spectre back a bit, even as it 
was pushed back in the western 
world a century ago. This does 
not mean that the human race 
is out of the woods, or that 
enough food could be raised on 
finite acres to support a few 
centuries more of three, four 
and five-children families. But 
it does mean that we have had 
a reprieve, which gives us time 
to take thought. 
And, thinking, one can only 
conclude 
that 
our 
young 
ecological converts ought to do 
some speculating on the relation 
of social and economic systems 
to 
productivity. 
The 
new 
m i r a c l e 
seeds 
were 
not 
developed in the socialist world. 
They were developed by coun­ 
tries which have given their 
middle classes the opportunity 
to experiment on their own. The 
Rockefeller Foundation, work­ 
ing with the post-revolutionary 
Mexicans, supported the genetic 
experiments that have made the 
“green revolution” a reality. 
It is there for export to Latin 
America, to Africa, to the Arab 
world. But socialist systems, 
which arc closed, are not ready 
to 
receive 
the 
agricultural 
revolution. They lack the credit 
and marketing systems and the 
fertilizer manufacturing plants 
which must be permitted to 
grow concomitantly with new 
farming methods. 
We shall be hearing a lot on 
“ E a r t h 
Day,” 
which is 
tomorrow, about the necessity 
of limiting families all over the 
world. And, predictably, we’ll 
be hearing much about the sins 
of capitalism. It is the lack of 
capitalism, however, that has 
made the population problem 
what it is throughout most of 
the world. I am all for slowing 
down 
our 
own 
population 
growth, for I like room in which 
to move about. However, the 
first priority is to push back 
socialism so that we shall have 
time to master the problem of 
“ too many people.”

Nixon Wets Vietnam Political Fuse 


WASHINGTON TAP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon apparently hopes to 
defuse Vietnam as a political is­ 
sue in the 1970 elections with his 
surprise announcement of troop 
withdrawals spanning a year. 
Virtually up to the moment 
Nixon went on the air Monday 
night, the widespread expecta­ 
tion in Washington was for an­ 
other presidential troop pull­ 
back announcement covering a 
period of a few months, similar 
to his spacing since the with­ 
drawals started last June.
